3. Claims 1-12 are pending in application 

Newly submitted and amended claims 1-12 are directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Claim 1 
recites, "A method for promoting health in a subject comprising selectively proUferating 
Lactobacillus casei subsp. casei in the subject, comprising a step of administering a composition 
comprising a dextran to the subject. " However, claims drawn to a method was not originally 
examined, is a different or distinct invention which pertains to said method for promoting health 
in a subject and which would involve a different and burdensome search. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 1-12 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention.
